>a Firſt, for ;Germany;therewas the bittereſt ſcourge for it that ever 
Vario had fallenuponit,and that it wasto:come ſhortly : Germany ſhould 
DA be like a houle that is rob'd by farious,mad and cruell ſpoylers, that 
would have no mercy of neither Sex nor Age ; and the comming 
therof ſhould be ſuddain and unexpeRed, likea thiefe in the night. 
Which we may fee hetruly fore-toid,it being fulfilled in our eares, 
and the inhaditants.therof having found it by fad experiente ; let 
England take warning,conſidering what he faid,was the cauſe that 
- would bring all this miſcry;becauſe,ſaith he,they took no care for a 
Chap.

mics ; For,ſaith he,uo enemy ſhall beable to prevaile againſt them,

. be ſcents proſper ſo excecdingly,and fo marvellouſly'pramoted and 
advan heyentaltinences eRition: and when that ſtorme and

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the other Churches which did not take care for a fall ReformatioN, 

as they did, ſhall by the Juſt judgement of God,come, as it were,to 
nothing ; there ſhall be, faith he, fuch a miſerable hurly burly of all 
things,that there ſhould ſcarce be the formevf a Church perceived; 
' but only with holy Philadelphia, Though their enemies whet their 
blaſphemous tongues againſt heaven and God him{c}f,they ſhall nos 
carry it away ſcot-frec,let them clatter as much as they will;no en= 
deavours of their adyerfarics ſhall be wanting by ſlandring, rayling, 
and all deſpitefull wrongs to bolt up this dore ; others ſhall with 
force and armes ſtrive to ftop it up, as if they would breake this 
Churchallto pceces ; but Chriſt will faithfully performe his word 
to them, if they keep covenant with him, and their enemies ſhall 
looſe all their toyle and ſweat, &get nothing but ſhame & teproach: 
the praiſe of this Churches courage ſhall be ſo much the gregicr,be- 
cauſe being but little & her adverſarics fo —_— yelifhr, nor 
ftoops not for all their proud threats,nor forſakes the trutH, as ter- 
rified with the vain fears of men. And their enemies ſhould boaſt 
and flouriſh,as if they alone were the people of God, creaking and 
cracking of nothing ſo much as the good of the Church:but theyds 
but deceive themſelves and the world with glozing and goodly 
words,when they rcj<t Chriſts government,and tick to the abro- 
gated Ceremonies of the Law and of Rome,and thruſting a worſhip 
en Chriſt he hath not appointed, wherby they make themſelves the 
Synagogue of Satan and not a Congregation of Saints; notable and 
famous at laſt ſhall the tryumph of the Church be over Papiſts and 
Popery,hitherto they have fought againſt them with quils and inke, 
but the time ſhall come cre long, when they ſhal quite be rooted out 
with weapons,and that by the help of this Church : and let the ex- 
perijcnces of this Church ſtabliſh their minds againſt all future f-ars. 
And for her reward the ſhall remain to ſee the reſtoring of the new 

Church,wherin the new 7eru/alem ſhall come down from Heaven, 
and be j ”-: with it in covenant and focicty, and enjoy the ſame 
felicity,then men ſhall acknowledg that her Refirmation was right, 
and nota device of mens brains,as contentious bablers now affirme;

Glration of this Church, by not giving warning, I would have held 
my peace; but my hope is that thoſe which love the truth will hear- 
ken and accept,and think,as the truth is, envy no mans p*rſon, ho- 
ner or greatnes :Yct whenT perceived, that theſe Churches were 
propounded for a type of all the Churches among the Gentiles; and 
with all,ſaw the order, time and marvellous agreeing of all things 
tozcther, I durſt not perfidioufly bury the truth in ſilence. 

In that Chriſt faith of this Church, 7 &zow thy Works, thar thou ave 
xeitber hot nor cold; he obſ:rveth,that Chriſt maketh mention of ao 
on? good thing that it hath, the worſt of all the 7 ( although there 


were many faithfull in it) yet not any ſo paſt hope ia regard of the 


outward form and government; which comes to paſl?, not ſo much 
through its own default, as by means of the faulty gaverament of 
the Angels, who have ſo ordered and governcd it,that it was tempe- 
red & blended together of ſtrange contraries,a Hoch-por,nat fo cold 
that we would be al Romi/h,and cleaving to Idolatry an4J ſuperſtiti- 
on altogether; nor yet ſo hot that we purſuz and admit of a through 
Reformation : abſtaining from groſſer ſins, well | inReligion, & 
will ſerve God ſo farre as they may keep the eſtimation of prudent 
men,moderate inReligien,juſt Statifts or ProteHtants of State, which 
are known commonly to. be /ake-warm profeſſors. This mediocrity, 
ſich hz, is worſt of all, which indeed is honoured of the world, be- 
caule it hath a certain ſhew of moderation and pzaceableneſſe : but 
Chriſt preferreth a blind Papif,or no Religion at all before this hoch 
pot lukewarmneſſe. And alſ» whoſe outward government, and regi- 
ment in the Charch, is for the moTt part Arrichrifian and Rowifh, 
temperiag pured »@rine & Romiſh regiment together,broaching a= 


© gain mon{rous opinioas heretofore hiſl:1out;and through this go= 


vernmen: they have ſo fil'd the Cha:ch with ſach a corcupt Clear 
gy-like themſzlves,to{zrretheic owa turn ,ignorant droacs, profane 
Prieſts, Sir Fohn Lack-latines to ſay prayers, being ſo corrupt ja their 
admiffi ns to Church-livinzs;that any Rark foole or arrant knave, 
may falall thzir conditions for almittance,wherevy they have fi d 
an] peftred the Church and Miniſtery with abundance of this kind 
of vermin and vile varlets. And thoa2h they love riches and honor 
ſo dearly,thatthzy coatent themſ:zlves with the loſſs of a fall Refor 
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ation;yet that: they might-notfeem topreter any. thidgbente tte 
mt  deeados the Churchzthey.do-wnh ſwelling words-blazon 

the happings of this Church thas governed as it is:therfore the holy 
Ghoſt brings in this Angell boaſting bimſelfe in Vainic-glory, 7 am 
rich &c, Paſtors of other Churches are peorc and of no preterment, 
but our B:iſp2ps have Lordly titles and revenews, the Pceres of the 
Realme,equall to the greiteſt Earles in weal:hattendance,pallaces, 
ſtatelineſſ: and all worldly pompe : ſoalfo the nex* rankes, Deanes, 
Arch-deacons,Prebendr,&ec, How mighty, maſſy and purſy are they 
growne with weelth and boaſt therof; doth not this amplifie the 
hon-ur of our Church? to have our brave Gilken Miniſters, to.gliſter 
and j2t throagh the Strects with troopslike Noblemen, fo by this 


" meanes todriveaway contempt from the Miniſtery,no faith heghis 


hath brought it and this miſerable /wkewarmneſſe; what doe you tell 
then of the Primitivz times,as if they were child cen ſtill in blankets 
and ſwadling bands; the Church 15 now growne up to peace and 
riches, then it was poore and in perſecution, their rules then not fit 
for us now;but he demonratcs,that ſuch kind of dignitics beſzems 
rot the Miniſters of the Goſpel.7 hew art therfore for all thu abeg fare 
ty Wretch,s thou Engliſh Angell,and Chrilk ſhall take a great pleaſure 
1n caſting away and ſpewing out this Angell, and his puniſhment 
ſhall be very dreadfull:the land of Cavaanonce ſpewed out the inha- 
bitants,and they were utterly over-thrown: and (ſhall their puniſh- 
ment be leffe or lighter whom Chriſt ſhall vomit out.

Thereforc he ſaith in plaine tearmes, that the Biſhops which he 
cals no better then Lerd beggars; becauſe their riches and honours 
(for the moſt part) they get by fawning, flattering, bribing ; be- 


| Ing ambitious to get under great men, and fo creepe into the Court 


for preferment. But(ſaith he)5oth they and their whole lukewarme 
Hicrarchy,ſhall quite be overthrown, and never recover their dig- 
nity again 2 and at their ov:rthrow, they ſhall endanger the peo- 


- ple, by reaſon of th:ir conſenting to them : Yet the people ſhall c- 


ſcape overthrowing,but it is to be feared the people ſhall feele ſome 
adverſity ; but God will not ſutf:r the Hierarchy to eſcape; for they 
Keking honours and riches,and not thoſe things which arc Chriſts,

ſhall have repreachfull judgments; feww or tone ſhall figh or ſob for 
them,but they and their Pricſts ſhall be vile before the people, and 
men ſhall read the reports concerning them with delight: and they 
ſhall be caſt out and {pewed up as vomit out of a corrupted ſtomacl;, 
that no man will be willing to take up againe, from th:ſe words, 
T her fore becanſe thou art Inkewarme,and wether hot nor cold : It fall 
come to paſſe tha: [ Will few thee out of my month. For thou ſaift, ! am 
rich and encreaied With goods, and bave need of nothing, and hnoweft not 
how thor art wreiched and miſerable,and poor and blind,and naked, Ther- 
forc,faith hc,purge out thy Rouſh Ieven,dote not on thy riches and 
hoaours, but mind his things and honour, who for thy fake became 
poor and contemptible ; ſetup faithfull Miniſters in every Congre- 
R_—_— thee of the injury done to thy faithfull watchmen,ca- 
1ng them into priſon and out of their livings, who have reproyed 
thy ſuperſtition,and contended for this Reformation. We have need 
of zeale,Princes, Pcers, Angels, People carnefily to bend our ſelves 
with all our power to turn away this evill that bangeth over our 
heads,by ſccking a full Reformation ; for as yet we hang by Geome- 
7r1,as it were between heavenand hell,the ſteameof the Rownp fog- 
gy lake doth deadly annoy us ; let us therfore, ſaith he, mark what 
hath bin ſaid,and not like dogs,gnaſh and gnawour tecth at the ſtone 
that 15 caft at tis,but tremble af the dreadfull hand that caſt it, and 
*bearken to theſe wholeſonie warnings with all ſpeed, 
The whole Statc of this Church'of Zaoatcea is worthy of ſerious 
 confideration,as M. Prighttnan applics it to England, in thisand di- 
vers Chapters, for he ſpcaks of our times.as ifhe were now hving, 
_ Andfurther hefaith'iin his Epiſtle, and elſywhere in his Commen- 
tary,that many are the miſeries the Chriſtian Churches muſt ſuff-r, 
for there will be along and dolefallTragedy, which will overthrow 
with ſcourges,flanghters, death and ruine,and that the Sword of the 
Lord ſhall be made drunk in their bloud, except they receive war- 
ning and amend, But yet, ſaith he; Beof good comfort Germany, 
Frente and Brittauy, and all you Chriſtian Churches, this1s the laſt 
A& : For after this Theater and long Tragedy is paſt,there will ſc- 
ceed inthe room therot hapoy dayes,with abundance of peace and 
all,good things. And it ishis judgraent (if I may not ſay his Pro- 
phelie)comparing one Scripture with another,8: times with times, 
That before the year 1650, that the 7s ſhall be called, the Whore of 
* Romes noſe ſhall beſlit;and ſhe ſtript of al her glorious garments and 
attire, her power and finews cut, and the Pope himſelf ſhall run out 
of Reme into Aviguon,or into Bonia, or therabout, one of his own 
Cities,and the City of Rowe ſhall be burnt with fire, 5 
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ther Kings ſhall bewaile her,z1d would fain help her, but dare not, 
becauſ® they ſhall be afraid their own ſafety, leaft they be devou- 
red or ſcorched with the ſme fire. And further, he faith, that the

ftard afar off with waiting,teſtifying theirlove,ſighing and fobbing, 
but takitig no pains,nor ſtriking a ſtroke to deliver their Y/hore, be- 
ing now an old withered Harlot,but crying, A/as,alas thar yreat Cie 
t7.And againhe further faith;and youthereit of the Chriſtian Prin- 
ccs,you need do nothing,only be valiant and of a good: courage in 
diſpatching your work for the! Lord, and matters ſhall proſper as 
happilyas you deſire,and underſtand atlengthby what way you may 
procure,as to your ſelves honeur and tranquility,ſo quietnes and joy 
to the whole Chriſtian world : therfore draw your Swords againlt 
Rowe,for you ſhall prevail. And faith he,within 45 yearsafter Rowe 
is deſtroyed,the Pope once more gathering all his friends together to 
try his laſt chance,ſhall then be utterly overthrown, being about the 
yeare 1686, which will be the longeſt time he can continue. But
